Aging Services will focus on five 

priorities during fiscal 2005:  (1.)  Senior Activity Centers; (2.) Congregate Meals; (3.)  Public 

Relations/Marketing; (4.)  Home Delivered Meals; and (5.)  Health Promotion and Wellness.  By the year 

2007 the number of individuals in Utah over the age of 60 will exceed the number of school age children.  It 



presents a challenge to meet the needs of the diversified citizens considered as seniors.  Commissioner Cragun 

expressed appreciation to the Board of Aging Services for their time and commitment.  Commissioner Cragun 

made a motion to accept the second-year update to the four-year plan and to approve submitting it to the State.
